4. Reports fram your office should reach this 
office, if possible, within 24 hours after such 
names are supvmitted. 


It is pelievedthat the average number of names 
that will be submitted will not exceed ten daily, however, 
obviously this will be variable. 


It is believed that some such vlan as that above 
outlined will save your devartment heads nuch inconvenience 
which would otherwise be caused by having various officials 
of the U.S. Consulate and our office telephoning direct 
perhaps to a heed of a department for information of this 
kind which can be ovtained on a routine basis.
